Proposals Contained in Note 
Regarded Unacceptable to 
the United States. 

WILL DELIBERATE A WEEK 



Secretary May Go to Cornish 
Soon to Confer With 
President Wilson. 



Washington. July 12.— Study of 
Germany's reply to the American 
note on submarine warfare strength- 
ens the conviction of high officials 
that a critical point in the relations 
between the two countries has been 
reached. 

Not only do officials feel the Unit- 
ed States must refuse to accept 
German proposals for the future 
conduct of American citizens on the 
high seas, it was declared, but the 
failure of Germany to disavow the 
sinking of the Lusitania with a loss 
of American lives, in their view, has 
brought on a crisis. 

That there will be no action by 
the United States for at least anotr: 
er week is indicated. Several days 
will be required to measure fully the 
consequences and responsibilities 
the American government will incur 
in framing a policy to meet the 
situation. Secretary Lansing prob- 
ably will go to Cornish, N. H., with- 
in a day or two to confer with Pres- 
ident Wilson. 

Count von Bernstorff, the German 
ambassador, intends to call on Sec- 
retary Lansing during the week to 
learn informally whether he can be 
of any service in the situation.

Halifax, N. S., July 9— A bomb 
placed aboard the Atlantic transport 
liner Minnehaha, probably while she 
lay at her pier in New York, caused 
an explosion and fire at sea, which 
forced the steamer to put in here 
for examination today, in the opin- 
ion of the vessel's officers. 

The explosion occurred in No. 3 
hold and was of terrific force, shak- 
ing the vessel from stem to stern. 
Those of the crew forward at the 
time were stunned by the shock and 
two sailors were hurled bodily into 
the air. Flames followed quickly 
and for two days and nights the 
crew battled heroically to ssve the 
ship. 

The ship's officers do not doubt 
that Erich Muenter. alias Frank 
Holt, or confederates, were respon- 
sible for the explosion which 
occurred on the afternoon of July 
7, the date on which Muenter pre- 
dicted that some vessel, the name of 
which he appeared uncertain, would 
be destroyed. 

Muenter's plans were frustrated 
by the fact that his weapon of de- 
struction was placed with miscella- 
neous freight forward and was not 
near an enormous cargo of ammu- 
nition. 

While the sailors fought the fire, 
Captain Claret headed for Halifax, 
and brought the vessel safely 
through a gale and fog to an anchor- 
age in the lower harbor here today.

no sure or quick "cure" or remedy for tuberculosis that you can 
buy at a drugstore or that a doctor can give you. 

The second essential in the cure of tuberculosis is fresh air. To 

the henlly person the best tonic is fresh air at work, at play, and 
during sleep. To the consumptive, however, air is medicine. He 
must take it in as large dbtsj as he can, the more the better. It 
may not be easy for one who has been accustomed to indoor work 
to sleep and live outdoors, but since fresh air is vital, he must accus- 
tom himself to being outside all he can. At sanatoria for the treat- 
ment of tuberculosis, patients are out of doors on porches or elsewhere 
almost all the time. If one is at home, he can with a little ingenuity 
nrrnnfre devices for outdoor sleeping and sitting. The National 
'i iiberculosis Association, 105 East 22nd Street, New York, will 
send free of charge to anyone a booklet entitled: "Directions for 
Living and Sleeping in the Open Air." 

The next essential in the cure of tuberculosis is rest. Like fresh 
air, rest must be taken as a medicine by the consumptime. The 
reason for rest is evident, when you stop to think the way the 
germs of tuberculosis work. As they destroy the tissues of the lungs 
or other parts of the body, they make a wound or a cavity. This 
wound, like a cut on your ringer, will not heal if it is being opened 
all the time. To keep the lungs as qdiet aa possible, rest in bed, or 
in a reclining chair is absolutely necessary. The dose of rest you 
take will depend on your doctor's advice. He will tell you when you 
ran get out of bed and when you can exercise and how much. But 
first and foremost you must learn to rest, in order to give the lungs 
a chance to heal. 

Besides a good doctor, fresh air and rest, the cure for tubercu- 
losis requires good, wholesome food. In normal health, food of 
the right kind is very necessary, but in tuberculosis it is doubly im- 
portant. Food is the fuel which heats the body and gives it its 
pnergy or you might almost say "steam." In tuberculosis one 
must pay special attention to food, because he has to provide fuel 
iiot only for the ordinary functions of the body, but he must pro- 
vide an additional supply to meet the waste and damage done by the 
perms of the disease. This doesn't mean that yon must be continu- 
ally stuffing yourself, for if you do that yfvu will upset your stomach. 
Towels, and liver, and you will counteract all the good the foo« 
might do. Neither does it mean that you must eat just one or two 
kinds of food, such as milk and eggs, which some people think are 
a cure for tuberculosis. They are excellent foods for people who 
c-an eat and digest them readily, and every consumptive should try 
to ncquire an appetite for them. But meat and potatoes and bread 
Mid butter and good vegetables and almost any other nourishing, 
wholesome food in plenty of variety are needed also. Don't rely 
on tid bits and sweets, hut stoke your body furnace with food fuel 
that will keep it running in the best possible order. Your doctor is 
the best one to advise on foods. 

And, finally, a last essential in the cure of tuberculosis may be 
summed up in these words: "Don't worry." Keep a hopeful state 
of mind. If you give up and say "It's no use," you will never get 
well, no matter how patiently you follow the other essentials of 
a cure, (letting well depends for the most part on you. Backbone, 
hopefulness and courage will do more for you than all the doctors 
In the world. 

Just a won] .is to where to tnke the cure. Tf you can go to a 
sanatorium, do so. There are not enough sanatoria for everyone, 
however. So you may have to stay at home and fight alone. Re- 
member, tuberculosis can be cured if you take it in time and do 
your

During summer we should provide 
an abundance of pure water, grit and 
charcoal for the farm flock. Keep the 
houses cool at night and well ven- 
tilated at all times when the fowl, are 
kept inside. Wheat, oata and a maBh 
feed once a day makes an excellent 
supply of feed during the 
weather. 



A sour maah is highly Injurious. Sour 
milk may be used to moisten the 
mash but no more should be mixed at 
one time than the fowls will clean up 
at one feeding. 

Allow no feeds to accumulate In the 
feed troughs. Feather eating among 
hens Is usually prevalent during Slim- 
mer. In some cases the feathers are 
almost stripped from the neck of the 
birds and the flesh Is lacerated with 
tbe beaks and burned by the sun. 

This habit is invariably caused by 
lack of proper substance in the feed. 
Prevention is better than cure, and 
perfect health and vitality among the 
flock should do this. 

Old hens Intended for the market 
should always be sold early before 
they begin to moult or else you will 
be compelled to feed them three or 
four months before they have com- 
pleted a new set of plumage and look 
fit to be sdld as market poultry. 

I have found nothing better than 
to feed them sparingly with nitro- 
genous feeds until about the first week 
in September and follow this with an

abundance of wholesome stimulating 
feeds to encourage the growth of 
plumage. 

A little flaxseed meal or linseed oil 
meal added to their feed helps the 
growth of feathers and gives bright, 
healthful and glossy appearance to 
their plumage. The care of the birds 
during summer has a wonderful in- 
fluence upon the number of eggs the 
older hens will lay during the winter.

It is impossible to reckon out 
the duration of the war by compar- 
ing statistics of natural resources of 
the countries engaged and their pe- 
riods of exhaustion, 'but it is easy to 
see that war, being an abnormal con- 
dition, is bound to end in time, like 
a fire or plague. 

"However, peace will be nothing 
hut an armed truce until humanita- 
rian diplomats, if we can join those 
two words, come together with the 
idea of an entirely equable adjust- 
ment, and with a Christian spirit"

DRAWBACKS TO NEW IDEA 

Cutting Down of Hours of Sleep Will 
Be Sure to Meet With Much 
Opposition. 

A specialist who has pursued his 
studies with devotion, announces that 
sleep is a mere habit of the human 
mind and body that may be thrown off 
completely through gradual relinquish- 
ment. It is his view that (be average 
man may add -'I years to his conscious 
existence by disposing of his sleep 
habit. The cult has progressed to 
the extent that many men are now 
In a way to elimrnate their hours of 
repose, with sob» show of success, 
but there is vast complaint from their 
families during the preliminary stages 
of the cure. The man who has been 
sleeping eight hours is not enabled 
to shade the interval of rest to four 
hours without seriously disturbing 
his household. One who retires at 
midnight and arises at four o'clock 
in the morning awakens other inmates 
of bis home, both on retiring and 
arising. There is some inherent de- 
fect in human nature that leads one 
to go blundering about a house, knock- 
ing over chairs and shaking down the 
furnace, when he should be preserv- 
ing a deep silence. For this reason 
the home treatment of the sleep habit 
Is not likely to be popular What 
should be done, for the protection of 
normal humans. Is to hive the sleep- 
habit patients In barracks where they 
may strangle sleep at will without 
disturbing others. To curious stran- 
gers the barracks would be. a show 
place, where the lights would be al- 
ways shining like beacons and where 
the activities of life might proceed 
as at noon. There is some demur to 
the sleep treatment for the reason 
that it adds one meal a day to the 
requirements of the patient — a re- 
quirement that is practically prohibi- 
tive to many.

Segmentary neurosis is the predis- 
posing cause of disease belonging to 
the class of the paroxysmal spasmodic 
disorders associated with the mus- 
culature of the alimentary canal. In 
members of this class seizures occur 
in connection with food taking and 
gastro-oesophageal hypertonus; they 
also occur from mental aud emotion 
al excitement, and from muscular ef- 
fort; in them both visceral and parie- 
tal layers of muscles are engaged in 
spasm. Consequently they resemble 
the anginal seizure in other features 
besides that of »redUoo*rng cause. A 
neurosis attended by Intercostal hy- 
peralgesia ensues when dendritic 
doers belonging to the aaTastad ssn- 
ter traverse pressure senes of hyper 
plaslas. aneurisms, new growths and 
pericardial and pleuritic adhesions. 
Hence these diseases, as well as gas- 
tric disorders, may be regarded as 
potential remote causes ot anginal 
pains and seizures. — H. Walter Verdun 
in the Lancet.

Tourist Robbed. 

More than 100 tourists, traveling' A 
in twelve stage coaches through the 
Yellowstone National Park, were 
robbed Friday by cne highwayman. 
Because tourists are not allowed to 
carry firearms into the park, the rob- 
ber met with no resistance. He es- 
caped into the woods. The holdup 
took place fifteen miles from Yellow- 
stone, whence the coaches had de- 
parted early. In a heavily wooded 
section the man stepped out and stop- 
ped the second coach.

Brooklyn, she saw a man nesr 
her slio placing flowers on s grave. 
To her great Amazement ahe recog- 
nized him ss Andrew G. Ritter. who 
hsd msrried her aistcr in 1895. and 
who she thought wss detd. 

Mrs. Singer, without spesking to 
Ritter, who hsd not recognized ber, 
followed him to 439 Central Avenue. 
Brooklyn. Then she told her sister, 
who hsd hsd not seen Ritter since 
1899. The sister promptly got s war- 
rant for the arrest of the li 
ished husband. Ritter. who 
ried a second ftime, confronted his 
former wife in the domestic relstion 
court, and received the shock of hie 
life, ss he thought his first wife hsd 
died years sgo. 

Never has Magistrate Cornell wit- 
nessed a more dramatic scene than 
the one thst wss enacted in his court 
when Mrs. Ritter No. 1, sccompsni 
ed by her two grown daughters, who 
had never seen their father 
since babyhood, gazed into the fsce 
of the man she msrried in 1895, 
There were explsr.stionssll around. 
Ritter teemed unable to realize that 
his first wife actually stood before 
him. He had not seen or beard from 
her since they separated in 1899. In 
1905 be msrried Miss Elizabeth 
Shields, snd they hsve lived very 
hsppily together since thst time and 
have two daughters. 

Mrs. Ritter No. 2 was just as sur- 
prised as her husband to lesrn that 
he hsd s living wife, but she is per- 
fectly loysl to her husband, and ssys 
thst she will never give him up. 
Ritter was introduced by wife No. 1 
to bis two grown daughters. They 
sre Mrs. Elizsbeth O'Keefe, nineteen 
years old. of 1422 Avenue A. and 
Sara. Anna Holoubek. eighteen years 
old, of 408 Esst Seventy-first street. 
They declsred this was the first time 
they ever remembered to have met 
their father. 

Msgistrste Cornell questioned al 
the parties closely and was convinc- 
ed that Ritter was sincere in believ- 
ing his first wife to be dead before 
marrying a se:ond time. There had 
been eome talk of prosecuting Ritter 
on a bigamy charge, but Assistant 
Corporation Counsel Car r said that 
■s sixteen years had elapeed since 
Ritter last saw his wife, and as he 
had heard nothing from ber in all 
that time, be was justified in assum- 
ing thst she was desd. 

After pondering over the queer 
tangle for a while Magistrate Cor- 
nell finally ordered Ritter to pay the 
sum of $4 s week to wife No. 1 for a 
period of one year. 

The complete surrender of German

Wnat John Wammaker does not 
<now about merchandising nobod> 
knows. It is every wht re recognized 
that there is no more successful re 
tail merchant in this country thar. 
he, snd it is tqually recognized tha 
his success is built upon the sterling 
•rtrsightferward principles whicl 
must underlie real and ei duringsuc 
cess in business, success which mean^ 
the legitimate interest of both th> 
•eller a- d buyer. What he has t» 
say, therefore, about the modern 
nuisance of trading stamps is wort 
attention. He thus writes to the Ed 
itor and Publisher: 

"Over fifty active yeirs of merch- 
andising experience— years during 
which I have studied and thought ou' 
almost every kind of plan ard propo- 
sition to serve the public and in- 
crease my business with it— have 
convinced me that trading stamps or 
premium schemes of any k nd what 
soever have no legitimate p'sce in 
the distribution of merchandise. 

"Ihe coupon is an admission that 
the goods carrying it do not meas- 
ure up t) the price asked and that 
oomething extra must be included to 
give n.oney's worth. 

' No retail store that I have a*y 
knowledge of has built up what is 
stem ngly a permanent business on 
the plan of giving away something 
for nothing In the long run, it is the 
public who are fooled. Something 
must bear the expense of the c ten 
penny de /ice and that some one is 
evrn ually the purchaser. Recently I 
wrote in ore of our advertisements 
of business obstructions. I placed 
trading stamps, coupors and premi- 
ums on the list at second in import- 
ance of obstructions that are found 
on the railroad track of business auc-

Purchasers who get trading stamps 
with their goods pay for boih stamps 
and goods, and they are bound to get 
less or inferior goods when part jf 
the price they pay goes for stamp*. 
The whole trading stamp fo ly is an 
excrescence and a burden on merc- 
handising which honeat merchandis- 
ing i« bound to get>idjf.-Courisr- 
Jouraal.

selves. Later on, when the pa-ty 
discovers whether it is cal'ed on to 
follow a dry leader on a wet plat- 
form or a wet leader on a dry, or 
whether, by good fortune rather 
than deserving, platform and candi- 
date are alike arid or humid, inter- 
est may revive. In the meantime, 
the following editorial from the 
Elizabethtown News offers some 
political history and records some 
observations as to Kentuckians in 
general and candidates in particular 
that might be read with profit by 
thegoda of the Democratic shell 
game now in progress: 

"In nearly every campaign for 
twenty years Kentucky has put fool- 
ish politics of some kind ahead of 
the more important and vital mat- 
ters which affect the material inter- 
ests of the State. 

"For ten or twelve years it was 
Goebelism; 'who killed Goebel?" and 
why the Republican party was res- 
poneible for the assassination of 
GoebeJ.

■sine thing are called whisky ites. 
There has been raised a terrible hul- 



labaloo all over the State about a 
question which both parties declared 
four years ago would be settled with 
the passage of the county unit law 
and put out of politics, but like the 
as? agination of Goebel it must be 
dragged from the morgue and re- 
vivified for some one to run upon as 
a candidate for Governor. It is a 
sorry spectacle we have of issues, 
bich are not issues, pushed to the 
front through blatant demsgoguery 
and the vital questions of taxation, 
>ads. and State develop- 
thrust in the background and 
scarcely given a passing notice. With 
the State $3,000,000 in deb', with 
the expenses every year greater than 
the income, not a candidate for Gov- 
ernor is offering any solution of the 
grave situation. The sensible 
thinking people of Kentucky are 
tired, very tired, of fighting cam- 
paigns over questions which are in- 
jected for personal advancement, 
while the weightier matters of tne 
law, those which vitally touch every 
citizen and which are demanding 
settlement, are, through cowardice 
on the part of the candidates, kicked 
into the closet and relegated to the 
rear. The result of all our foolish 
politics, which more and more dis- 
gusts an intelligent public (grow- 
ing more intelligent all the time) is 
that not more than half the Demo- 
crats of the State will take part in 
the primary election on the first Sat- 
urday in August and half of those 
who do vote will do so reluctantly 
and with serious misgivings as to 
whether it is worth while."

The First-Born. 

(New York World.) 
Warning of a new "race peril" is 
given by Dr. Elizabeth Hamilton 
Muncle, who says that the "families 
of degenerates" have become nearly 
twice ss large as those of normal 
persons, and unless families are lim- 
ited by "remedial legislation" 
'Americans will wake up some day 
to a realization that they are weak- 
lings." 

This is a new aspect of "race sui- 
cide." But the relation of weak- 
lings to greatness is of so complex a 
nature as to make generalization un- 
safe. If the world could always 
count on its first-born for leader- 
ship and for the highest intellectual 
qualities, the limitation of families 
and the elimination of the "unfit" 
might be urged with more plausibil- 
ity, But on the other hand there is 
the danger of making the race "nor- 
mal" at the expense of inte lectual 
and industrial progress. 

Dr. Havelock Ellis, in a study of 
British men of genius, shawed that 
they came mainly from large fami- 



lies, were often the children of elder- CIRCUS EMPLOYE 
ly parents, were precocious and fre- 
quently of feeble heilth in early life; 
many exhibited marked nervous 
traits and some a tendency toward 
insanity. He found four families of 
nineteen in the 900 "lives" he exam- 
ined. And Dr. Louis Rsbinovitch, 
in a paper read before the interna- 
tional congress of Psychistry, in- 
stanced seventy-four great poets, 
writers, painters and musicians of 
whom only ten were first-born child-

Keats, Shelley and Goethe were 
eldest sons, but Coleridge was the 
last of thirteen children. Napoleon 
was a younger son; Washington the 
fifth of a family of ten, but the first 
child of a second marriage. Benja- 
min Franklin was the fifteenth of a 
family of seventeen. Rubens, Bern- 
hardt, Wagner, Schumann and 
Schubert were younger or youngest 
children of large families. 

Much sentiment, from biblical 
days down, has been attached to the 
first-born," and the law of inherit- 
ance has largely favored him. But 
nature plays no favorites in endow- 
ing chi'dren with intellectual gifts 
and takes no account of eugenic 
theories. Many of the world's great 
in the past have been perilously near 
the line that divides the defective 
from the normal; and there is every 
reason to suppose that some of the 
great yet to come will be born to 
families a modern board of heslth 
would be loath to "certify."
